I am aſhamed that ever I medled to anſwer him, hee ſpeakes ſome- 
times ſo tooliſhly or impertinently. For one inſtance-take this 
here. -Doth not God conquer the minde , even in regeneration, 
in(trmentally by the Chuurches power of the Keyes of Do&rine, 
and Diſcipline? For even excommunication ( as well as preach- 
ing.) is ſome times a meanes of a through-converfton of one that 
was but a formal! chriſtian afore. Give him up 'to Satan for the 
deftrution of the fleſh, that the Spirit may be ſaved. 1-Cor, 5. 5. 
How much more may one man be ſaid to convince anothers mind 
by argument, and make him fee that to bea greater fault then of 
himſelfe he ſaw before.

aratilts have no mind to maintaine the Biſhops caufe ) but only 
to aſſert that it and the Presbytery have alike ground on Scrip- 
ture for ought they can yet find, Bur as for the generalitie of 
Miniſters and people, they were well contented with Biſhops, if 
they did not too much preſſe ceremonies on the one, nor too much 
Court the other, witnefle the Parliaments, and convocations for-. 
merly held in England (before this moſt renowned Parliament ; } 
that never endeavuured the ex{tirpation of their power , much 
leſſe of their office, that wee know ot, What curſes our 
brethren the Scots inhabiting Ireland might curſe ; or who they 
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were:that Adam means in England wee know not (quod non appa- 
ret 1n point of proof 9» ef.) But who ever were cur/ng , wee 
are ſure tew were: heard in England praying that they might 
fall ; but rather praying them up, flaviſhly ſubmitring to their 
unpoſed catches.broken ſentences, and unwarrantable cxpreſſi- 
ons and cantings of prayers,boath Miniſters and people. 

So thatnor long ſince the people were ready to riſe for feare 
their Common: prayer-booke ſhould have been taken from 
them. But bleſſed be God that by degrees hath weaned them 
trom it. And for other peeces of Epiſcopacie,where was the 
Congregation throughout the two Kingdomes in which might 
not frequently bee ſeen ſome of the Biſhops /hireon the Mini- 
ſters back, or the Churched womens heads, ſome of their Cere- 
monies at the Sacraments ; and {ome of thetr rraditions in 'the 
peoples poſtures 8 geſtures in the rime of the publick worſhip 2 
As for inſurreCtions agamſt the Presbytery, 1 beleeve chey 
may bee rationally as little feared,as againlt the Epiſcopacie{the 
multicude never attempting it ) But for murmuring againſt the 
Presbyrery, or difliking it, Mr. Rathband (a man mainly of A- 
dams {1de) would make us beiceve in his preface to lis book cal- 
led, Some Church Conrſes in New E »olavd, that bogh Miniſters and 
people are now.daily drawn aſide to independencie,newChyrches erefted, 
and the Pres! yteriavs Miuiſtery neglefted &c, Asforthe milidneſle 
of the Presbytery rhat Adam promiſerh us, we can ſay nothing 
to it in England, where it is not yet exiltent,as «Adam rells us be- 
fore, page 12. But this is a {are 1ule, the milder the Presbyterie 
proves,the longer it will ſtand. © It was the rigidneſle of the Bi- 
ſhops that beat them downe, Bur if a Government bee milde, 
though not of God, it will have the credit of continnance till it 
moulder down of it ſelte,and nat to be raken down by the State.
